• Odell Hallmon (DOB: 11/13/75), listed as Odell Hallmon Jr. currently serving 
life, five sentences handed down 5/11/16 (life for 3 counts of homicide murder, 
20 years for aggravated assault, and 10 years for possession of a firearm by a 
convicted felon, all consecutive), Montgomery County. Previous convictions: 
aggravated assault, four years to serve, sentenced 5/27/93, Carroll County; 
three years to serve for the aggravated assault charge, sentenced 6/27/97, 
Carroll County; possession of weapon by a convicted felon, one year to serve 
and 24 months' probation, sentenced 4/1/02, Montgomery County; 2 years to 
serve from same conviction, sentenced 7/28/03, Montgomery County; cocaine 
possession, 14 years to serve and five years' probation, sentenced 5/25/05, 
Carroll County.
